Peine  the  Warrant  and  proceeded  to  search  the 
premises,  atartlng  in  the  garage  where  we  found  two  sea  hags  and  three  suit 
oases,  and  two  csrdhoerd  hexes.  Ke  examined  all  of  tee  Harvey  Oswald's  be- 
longings and  found  numerous  items  of  interoat,  among  them  found  by  Cots.  Boas 
waa  two  snapshots  end  negative#  ehowlng  Oewald  holding  the  rifle  (murder 
weapon)  and  waarlng  a piat.ol  in  a holster  an  hie  right  hip  (fippit  murder 
weapon),  alao  other  papers  of  a Ceanmlst  nature  (See  attached  Property  tiat) . 
Also  found  by  Pet.  "to vs 11  waa  a cut  out  portion  of  a magastna  advertiaeaent 
from  Kilns  Department  Store  in  Chicago,  a*  owing  an  advertisement  of  the  murder 
weapon.  All  these  items  were  confiscated  along  with  othor  items  and  narked 
for  evidence.
